In Korea 


Our Canadian soldiers, equipped to with- 
stand rugged winter conditions, may not have 
enjoyed the adverse winter weather in Korea. 
But we dare to say they have had a better 
time of it than the ill-fed, ill-clothed Chinese 


Communists. 

Now, however, with the retreat of Old 
Man Winter a new set of circumstances face 
our Canadian boys. There will be spring rain, 
thaws and mud. There will be summer dust 
and heat. The Chinese soldiers who can fight 
day in and day out on a few mouthfuls of 
rice a day will be better able. to fight, with 
the dread of freezing cold behind for another 
year. 

Winter is retreating—but what about the 
Communists? Will they, too, fall behind the 
38th parallel? 


The Easter Story 


When Jesus Christ, who proclaimed 
to the world that he was the Divine Son 
of God, died, he did so in the eyes of the 
world not as a good person, but as a criminal. 
He did not die a natural death, but volun- 
tarily surrendered His Spirit while suffering 
the agonies of Roman crucifixion. 

The One who had done only good in 
His lifetime was rejected by the religious and 
temporal leaders of His day. Six hundred 
years before His birth, the prophet Tsaiah 
had foretold His trial, His Crucifixion and 
His death in almost minute detail. As pro- 
phesied, He was taken from judgment, nailed 
to the Cross, and died a death of ‘agony 
and shame”. 

The Christian faith, however, does not 
hang on the mere death of their leader. In 
dying, Jesus Christ performed the great 
miracle of Salvation, the very rock and 
cornerstone of our religion. Having willingly 
died in the stead of every sinner who ac- 
cepts Him as his Saviour, Jesus then rose 
again by Divine power on the first Easter 
Sunday, triumphant over sin, death and the 
grave.

Winter Wheat Crop

States winter wheat crop appeared to be in 
fair condition, Rainfall extended from west- 
ern Texas to the Great Lakes, good moisture 
being reported from southern Kansas, Okla- 
homa and Texas, offsetting drouth fears.

State Medicine 

The issue of government hospitalization 
schemes has been one of the most controver- 
sial to arise in recent times. 

In Saskatchewan the CCF provincial 
government has instituted its form of state 
medicine, in British Columbia the Coalition 
government has a compulsory health insur- 
ance plan. In the United States the medical 
profession is vigorously fighting a proposed 
nation-wide state hospitalization plan.  Brit- 
ain has become the spotlight of world atten- 
tion with its government medical scheme. 
The Seandinavian countries have for years 
had state medicine. 

It is interesting to note that while we 
hear a great deal from the critics about 
Saskatchewan's hospitalization plan, little is 
said by the critics about B.C.'s scheme, which 
has been a distinct failure. 

Last year the government went $12 mil- 
lions in the red on the plan, and this year the 
rates are being boosted to $35.00 per year. 
Not only that, you have to pay for the first 
10 days of hospitalization yourself, 

It looks as if the Coalitionists in B.C. are 
not doing so well in their attempts to steal 
the thunder of the CCF.

The Newspaper 
Columns 


By RAYMOND ARGYLE 


It seems that we in the newspaper business 
are forever getting into trouble with our readers 
over news items with which our readers disagree. 


A great many people seem to think that when 
we publish a news story dealing with some con- 
troversial issue, or containing the comment of 
some individual, it automatically follows that we 
support that person’s comment. 

Other people think we shouldn’t print any 
any letters in ‘The Voice of the People’ which is 
contrary to their own 
opinions. ~ 

_ That this is so, leads 
us to believe that a lot of 
people don’t understand 
just what fredom of the 
press really means. 

Freedom of the press 
means that we have the 
right to publish our own 
opinions on the editorial 
page, and the right to pub- 
lish news of the day reflect- 
ing the opinions and events 
of the entire community on 
the news pages. 

I recommend the following passages to anyone 
who has had cause to curse this paper because 
it printed the opinion of someone with whom he 
disagreed. It is an editorial from the Powell River, 
B.cC., News, and came to us via the Canadian 
Weekly Editor: 

“It seems strange to find in these enlightened 
day there is still a fairly large number of people 
wh.o fail to distinguish between the functions of 
the news and editorial columns of a newspaper. 

As a result, because we carry a news story in 
which some person or organization takes a stand 
either for or against some project, it is often as- 
sumed the paper shares the same policy. This is 
far from being correct.

The news columns of the paper are reserved 
for reports of interest to people of the district. In 
these columns every effort is made to confine 
reports to a chronicle of actual happenings, regard- 
less of the policy of the newspaper, the opinions 
of the person writing the story, the editor or the 
publisher. 

Often, too, there are people enquiring as to 
the cost of having certain items of news published 
Not only is there no charge for the publication of 
items, but space in the news columns cannot be 
purchased 

People who have something they wish to have 
publicized which is not regarded by the editor as 
news are referred to the advertising department 
And, if they wish their advertisement in the form 
of a “reader” then it is clearly labelled “Advt.” so 
that readers will know it is not an unbiased report 
by the paper 

On the other hand, ths opinions of the p> 
ind its policy are expressed on the editorial page. 
Here again, there is considerable misunderstanding 
‘bout how the policy of a newspaper is formed. 

The policy of a newspaper on any particular 
question does not of necessity reflect the personal 
views of either the publisher, editor or any other 
member of the staff. Rather, it is drafted by an 
impersonal viewing of the question involved by 
several people to decide what stand is best in the 
community interest and could quite conceivably not 
coincide with the personal viewpoint of any of those 
who chart the newspaper's stand. 

It would be unnatural if we were always right 
‘n our opinion or if our point of view was always 
acceptable to everyone. On either count, we don't 
expect to hit anywhere near a perfect average. In 
order that a balance may be struck, our columns 
are always open to those who wish to write and dis- 
agree with us. We do, in fact, welcome opposing 
opinions since there will always be differences of 
opinion and it makes for a healthy situation when 
members of the community are fully informed of 
both sides of any controversial issue in which it 
; likely to be affected.”

THE EASTER STORY 


When Jesusj/Was Tried 


When the first rays of sunshine came over the Judean 
hills on that first Easter morning, the tomb was empty. 
And this weekend, nearly 2,00 years later, the world of 
Christendom celebrates once again the crucifixion and 


resurrection of Jesus Christ. 

The events that preceded the 
crucifixion of Jesus are clouded in 
antiquity, but it can be factually 
stated that His trial, the greatest 
in Christendom, is the least known 
and probably the least understood. 

Not until centuries had passed 
did mankind realize the enormity 
of the crime committed in that 
fateful week. For at the time the 
fate of Jesus was of paramount 
importance only to His followers; 
the event did not appear to war- 
rant a place in the writings of con- 
temporary historians. 


Today the impact o! the 
crucifixion has established itself 
into a world-wide consciousness. 
Time has given us the proper 
perspective to view it as one of 
the most important events in 
the history of civilization. 


Continued interest focuses at- 
tention on interesting sidelights of 
the event. Was the trial of Jesus 
in Hebrew and Roman courts 
legal? Was Jesus arrested on a 
warrant? Of what offence was He 
charged and on what evidence was 
He convicted? 

It is impossible to adequately 
establish the course of an event 
2,000 years gone by. But from 
the Bible, and from other ancient 
records imparting general back- 
ground information, a pattern of 
events does emerge. 

It appears from ancient records 
that restlessness among the Jews 
in Palestine and the precarious- 
ness of Roman rule had caused 
the Empire considerable anxiety 
in the past. Roman agents were 
on the lookout for signs of a re- 
bellious uprising and when the 
enthusiastic follower of Jesus pro- 
claimed Him ‘King of the Jews’, 
the matter was serious enough to 
warrant the immediate attention 
of Rome. 


JEALOUS 
PRIESTS 

The Jewish priests were of 
course jealous of Christ's follow- 


ing, and the Roman authorities 
were convinced they could end the 


expense of constantly investiga- 


ting and watching the Christ 
movement by removing the leader 
of the is so-called new political 
faction. 


When Jesus entered Jerusalem 
a few days before the annual 
feast of the passover plans were 
already well afoot to deal decisive- 
ly with this ‘menace’ and a war- 
rant was already in the hands of 
the officials. Jesus had just com- 
pleted a long and successful tour 
of the hinterlands and had entered 
the city for the purpose of carry- 
ing out the culminating phases of 
His life. 

The authorities realized that an 
attempt to arrest Jesus in public 
while preaching or performing His 
miracles could result in mob vio- 
lence. It was therefore decided to 
arrest Him outside Jerusalem, 
when accompanied by but a few 
of His followers. Someone was 
needed who could identify Jesus 
ata distance. Judas was willing to 


act as an informer for the bribe 
that was offered him. 

The soldiers of Rome fol- 
lowed the directions of Judas 
and came upon Jesus in the 
Garden of Gethsemane, where 
He was conferring with His 
disciples. It was early evening 
and there Jesus was arrested. 
Jesus was apparently arrested 

on a perfectly legal warrant is- 
sued by Caiaphas, High Priest and 
Chief Justice of Israel, who had 
been making regular reports to 
Rome regarding the activities of 
Jesus. 


UNJUST AND 
UNLAWFUL 

Jesus was thus seized and taken 
before the Hebrew court for the 
first of His two trials. There, the 
principal charge against Jesus 
seems to have been that of blas- 
phemy against the established or- 
der, and it is clear that the whole 
proceedings were not only unjust 
but completely unlawful. 

They were unlawful in that the 
trial was held after the commence- 
ment of the feast of the passover 

-when courts were forbidden to 
meet. The trial itself was unjust 
because the Sanhedrin of Judges 
formally predetermined that Jesus 
was guilty, conduct fatal to the 
validity of a conviction. 

Caiaphas, moreover, obviously 
violated Jewish precedents because 
of no charge could Jesus be proved 
guilty by the necessary testimony 
of two agreeing witnesses. Jesus 
was actually convicted on His own 
testimony of being the Son of God, 
of which no witness gave testi- 
mony and no investigation was 
made. 

Such utter lack of evidence 
seems to have merely strengthened 
the court's determination to per- 
secute Jesus. Had it been able, the 
court would have no doubt ordered 
His immediate execution, but 
under Roman law the Jewish court 
lacked the authority to pronounce 
the death sentence. 

It was now early morning and 
the court ordered Jesus bound up 
and delivered to Pilate, adminis- 
trator of Roman provincial law 
in that part of the Empire. Here 
a charge comparable to high trea- 
son was laid by the Jewish priests. 
So that the Roman court would 
hear the charge the accusers com- 
plained that Jesus was ‘One Who 
Set Himself up as King Against 
Caesar’, 


PILATE 
RELUCTANT 

Pilate appears to have been ex- 
tremely reluctant to press the 
charge, while he apparntly knew 
nothing of the previous trial, he 
was skeptical of the legality of the 
warrant and feared that criticism 
would result and his own position 
be placed in jeopardy. 

Pilate was satisfied with 
Jesus’ explanation that His 
Kingship was of another world, 
and had he had his way, he 
would have given Jesus His 
freedom. 

Thrice Pilate voiced his belief 
that Jesus was not guilty, and 
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went so far as to suggest that He 
be given amnesty, as it was custom 
during the annual feasts to bestow 
freedom on some person charged 
with a crime. 


The hostile crowd, stirrea up by 
the priests, angrily denounced this 
suggestion. Instead they cried for 
the release of Barrabbas, a revolu- 
tionist who was awaiting trial on 
charges of sedition and murder. 
They called out for the crucifixion 
of Jesus—a method of execution 
reserved only for the most danger- 

It was the final and clever 
threat of the Jewish accusers 
which broke Pilate’s determina- 
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tion: ‘If thou let this man go thou 
are not Caesar’s friend’ (John: 
19:12). The emperor would not 
understand that Christ’s kingship 
was not of this world; he, Pilate, 
would be called to Rome and 
forced to commit suicide in atone- 
ment for his offence. 

And so Pilate yielded. Without 
rescinding his verdict of not 
guilty, he gave sentence that it 
should be as they required. Bar- 
rabbas was released and Jesus was 
turned over to the mob of accusers 
and personal enemies, to be taken 
away and crucified. —R.A.

Sex Life Around World 
Has Varied Moral Codes 


Sex life and practices of human societies throughout 
the world are revealed in a new book entitled “Patterns of 


Sexual Behavior’. 


According to the book, almost 
all sex practices branded wrong 
by North Americans are consider- 
ed normal by some other Juman 
societies. 

The book was written by two 
Yale University professors, Dr. C. 
S. Ford and Dr. F. A. Beach. Pub- 
lishers are Harper and Bros. 


Their book is a kind of expanaed 
Kinsey report, comparing 190 dif- 
ferent human societies over the 
world, and sex practices among 
animals from apes to mice. 

MEN CAN HAVE 
MANY WIVES 

A man can have more than one 
wife in about 80 per cent of these 
other societies, “if he can arrange 
to do so.” But in half of them, 
the man as a rule has just one 
wife. 

A woman can have extra hus- 
bands in two groups, the Toda of 
India and the Marquesans of 
Polynesia. It’s preferred that 
she does, 

As for sex appeal, there are 
“few if any universal standards.” 
But in a majority of societies, the 
plump woman rather than the 
slim one is more attractive. 

Their book is a_ fact-finding 
study to give a more intelligent in- 
sight into human sexuality, Drs 
Ford and Beach said, with no at- 
tempt to moralize. 

The study includes animals in 
order to learn what habits or 
urges might be considered due to 
man's evolutionary heritage or 
biology. Practices common among 
animals as well as among human 
beings may be suspected of being 
due to biological make-up. 

They report some things ap- 
pear to have such a biological or 
hereditary basis. 


HOMOSEXUAL 
TENDENCIES 

One is tendencies to homosexual- 
ity, which “appear to exist in a 
large majority of both sexes, 
though they may not be recog- 
nized and although overt homo- 
sexual behavior may not occur.”

ET PLANS MADE 
DEFENCE OF NORTHWEST 


The drive is on to transform the Canadian Northwest into 
a bristling arsenal of defence. Top level discussions, shrouded 
in the greatest possible secrecy, have been going on in Ottawa 
for the past several weeks. 


Basic link in the defence plan is a Canadian-American 
radar network. 


It will be an over-all network, as the idea of giving com- 
plete, detailed protection through radar has been written off 
because of the prohibitive cost. 


Certain Areas Will Get Protection 


That means that certain areas must be singled out for 
priority protection and that there must be gaps elsewhere. 
It is no secret that first priority in Canada is going to what 
might roughly be called the Montreal-Toronto-Ottawa area 
and in the United States to the great industrial areas of the 
east and mid-west, including cities like New York, Pittsburgh, 
Detroit, Cleveland and Chicago. 

Again, a vital reason for Canada’s caution is that the 
geography of North America makes this country a great 
approach area for raids on the U.S. 


News Reports Omit Details of Plans 


The defence department puts the 
way: 

Because of the limited range of each radar station, it is 
just as bad to say what we haven't got as to say what we 
have got. The Russians are just as interested in where we 
haven't got stations as where we have them or intend to have 
them. 

Canadian newspapers have already been asked to omit 
mention of any new radar construction in their areas.  Re- 
porters are being asked to skip mention of stories pinning the 
scope of the screen down in any detail.

The radar network will give protection to a triangular 
area comprising Winnipeg, Edmonton and Vancouver. 

Defence plans include a strong air force, along with a well- 
trained army of technical experts, fully versed in the unique 
circumstances of northern operations. ; 


Says Canada May Be Aerial Battleground 


_According to Brig.-Gen. F. F. Worthington, federal co- 
ordinator of civil defence, Canada may well be an “aerial 
battleground” should another war come 


It is believed Edmonton will be relatively safe in the 
event of another war, particularly from atomic attack. 

An atomic bomb in Edmonton could hardly do more 
damage than conventional bombs, and it is reasoned that an 
enemy would not use expensive atomic bombs on such targets. 

The western powers are also watching what Russia is 
doing in the north. 

Ottawa believes Russia has organized three Polar armies, 
totalling about 25 divisions. As usual, the Soviets are concen- 
trating on sheer numbers in contrast to the western concept 
of small, technically-trained forces. 

The first Polar army is thought to be headquartered at 
Murmansk, poised for an attack on Scandinavia, in the event 
of war! The second army is stationed at Igarka, a new Soviet 
city in northern Siberia. The third army is also located in 


Siberia, ready to launch an attack through the Aleutians and 
Alaska, ;
